Exemption (4), research involving 
the observation of public behavior, 
listed at §46. 101(b), is applicable to 
this subpart where the investigators) 
does not participate in the activities 
being observed. Exemption (3), 
research involving survey or 
interview procedures, listed at

covered by this subpart. 

(c) The exceptions, additions, and 
provisions for waiver as they appear

HHS will conduct or fund 
research in which the IRB finds that 
more than minimal risk to children is 
presented by an intervention or 
procedure that does not hold out the 
prospect of direct benefit for the 
individual subject, or by a 
monitoring procedure which is not 
likely to contribute to the well-being 
of the subject, only if the IRB finds 
that: 

(a) The risk represents a minor 
increase over minimal risk; 

(b) The intervention or procedure 
presents experiences to subjects that 
are reasonably commensurate with 
those inherent in their actual or 
expected medical, dental, 
psychological, social, or educational 
situations; 

(c) The intervention or procedure 
is likely to yield generaiizabie 
knowledge about the subjects’ 
disorder or condition which is of 
vital importance for the 
understanding or amelioration of the 
subjects’ disorder or condition; and 

(d) Adequate provisions are made 

for soliciting assent of the children 
and permission of their parents or 
guardians, as set forth in § 46.40S. 


§ 46.407 Research not otherwise 
aj.prorabie which presents an 

opportunity to understand, prevent, or 
alleviate s serious problem affecting 
the health or welfare of children, 

HHS will conduct or fund 
research that the IRB does not 
believe meets the requirements of 
§5 46.404, 46.405, or 46.406 only if; 

(a) The IRB finds that the research 
presents a reasonable opportunity to 
further the understanding, 
prevention, or alleviation of a serious 
problem afiecting the health or 
welfare of children; and 

(fc) The Secretary, after 
consultation with a panel of experts 
in pertinent disciplines (for example: 
science, medicine, education, ethics, 
law) and following opportunity for 
public review and comment, has

(a) Children who arc wards of the 
state or any other agency, institution, 
or entity can be included in research 
approved under 5 \ 46.406 or 46.407 
only if such research is:

These 
regulations are codified at 45 CFR 
Part 46.

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PROCEDURE 13. EXPERIMENTATION ON HUMAN SUBJECTS FOR 
INTELLIGENCE PURPOSES 

A * applicability 

This procedure applies to experimentation on human sub- 
jects if such experimentation is conducted by or on behalf of 
a DoD intelligence component. This procedure does not apply 
to experimentation on animal subjects. 

B . EXPLANATIO N O F U NDEFINE D T ERMS 

1 . Exp erim entation in this context means any research or 
testing activity involving human subjects that may expose such 
subjects to the possibility of permanent or temporary injury 
(including physical or psychological damage and damage to the 
reputation of such persons) beyond the risks of injury to 
which such subjects are ordinarily exposed in their daily 
1 ives . 


2. Experimentation is conducted on behal f of a DoD 
intelligence component if it is conducted under contract to 
that component or to another DoD component for the benefit of 
the intelligence component or at the request of such a com- 
ponent regardless of the existence of a contractual rela- 
tionship. 
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3. Huma n subj e cts in this context includes any person 
whether or not such person is a United States person. 

C. PROC EDURES 

1. Experimentation on human subjects conducted by or on 
behalf of a DoD intelligence component may be undertaken only 
with the informed consent of the subject, and in accordance 
with guidelines issued by the Department of Health and Human 
Services, setting out conditions that safeguard the welfare of 
such subjects. 

2. DoD intelligence components may not engage in or 
contract for experimentation on human subjects without appro- 
val of the Secretary or Deputy Secretary of Defense, or the 
Secretary or Under Secretary of a Military Department, as 
appropriate. [Requests for such approval submitted by Army 
intelligence components will be addressed through command 
channels to HQDA (DAMI-CIC) , WASH DC 20310.] 
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
